The paper first enters the press 
from the rear end w here it is sup­ 
plied from a large roll, some thirty 
inch vs in diameter and seventy inches 
wide. 
This roll of paper will weigh

State Forests Amendment No. 9, To 
Remedy Difficulty, to be Voted 
on in November 


Ancient Babylon, Assyria and (Me­ 
sopotamia, once upon a time the 
garden spot of civilization— a land 
where milk. and honey ffoweth— is 
now transformed to a dreary waste. 
The downfall of a powerful nation is 
attributed to many causes,, but the 
transformation of a rich, fertile c o u n ­ 
try to that of a desert waste has been 
proven time and time again to be 
caused by deforestation. 
However, we do not have to go out­ 
side the boundaries of our own state 
to find the destructive effects brought 
about by forest 
exploitation. 
Oui 
own state has areas of rocky lands 
which deprived of the magnificent 
stand of pine which clothed them, 
are now unproductive and a barren 
waste. 


Millions of dollars have (been lost 
by this method, and the issue con­ 
fronting us now is this: 
Shall we 
go ahead and treat our remaining for­ 
ests according to the 
old 
policy, 
which spells destruction and exploi­ 
tation or shall wre adopt a better sys­ 
tem? 


The legislature 
recognizing 
the 
mistake of past years, and to save our 
forests, passed at the last session a 
provision for a better policy. 
This 
better policy is No. 9, the State For­ 
ests Amendment,, and it provides that 
all those state lands which a soil 
classification shows to be -unfit for 
fai ming, shall be used as state for­ 
ests, and these to'be managed accord­ 
ing to forestry principles. 
Under this amendment, about one 
million acres of state land will be 
used as state forests. 
P art of this 
area contains virgin forest and .part 
is coming up to sapling pine. 
The am endment -will prevent the 
destruction of our remain in g for­ 
ests. 
It is a good measure. It means 
peimanent to rests, a bigger school 
fund, thriving industries, home m ar­ 
kets, and lower taxes. 
It stands for 
good business. 
Not to vote at all is 
to vote against it. 
Remember this, 
November 3rd.

Should be Improved by Re­ 
forestation 


Aitkin, Minn., Sept. 18.— Dr. J. A. 
•inBois, of Sauk (’enter, democratic 
andidato for congress from the sixth 
Ifstrict, in addressing the large crowd 
present at the Aitkin county fair, paid 
mnsiderable attention 
to the con­ 
templated legislation relating to the 
subject of forestry and the setting 
(side of vast tracts of land in n o rth ­ 
ern Minnesota for forestry purposes. 
He said: 


“ I believe th a t tile ordinary citi­ 
zen living for long years in other 
parts of our state of Minnesota is to 
i remarkable degree unaware of the 
tremendous agricultural resources of 
northern Minnesota. 
Its marvelous 
mineral deposits and its great for- 
sts have been borne iii ui>on our 
minds to the obliteration of every* 
tiing else. 
I myself residing almost 
ipoll the border of this mighty reg­ 
al find that I had but the faintest 
conception of w hat you possess. 
“ The political campaign this year 
:as taken me over your country and 
J of great educational advantage to 
me. 


“ Now with the general scheme of 
reforestration I am heartily in sympa­ 
thy, 
I fully realize the great source 
if wealth our forests have been to 
.he state. 
I also fully realize the 
possibilities of their future value if 
properly conserved and maintained. 
“ I believe there is plenty of terri­ 
tory in 
this and 
adjoining states 
which is unadaptable to agricultural 
purposes, 
which can 
be (profitably. 
.md should be, devoted to forestry ex­ 
perimentation and propogation. 
De­ 
luded acres which on account of the 
nature of the soil cannot be used for 
oetter purposes should be reforested. 
But the point I want to make is 
this: 
I believe the all-wise Creator 
never determined a better use of a 
Blurter section of land than that it 
mould be made a home, a habitation 
for a family which shall draw its 
means of existence from the soil, and 
Itself become a m anufacturing plant 
jf citizenship. 


“Now I am convinced that there 
is more of this kind of territory in 
Minnesota than 
the people of tho 
Mate are aware of. 


I bat the 
estimates 
frequently 
made in many quarters of the land 
in northern Minnesota which is not 
adaptable are enormous. 
The senti­ 
ment which attaches to the matter of 
forestry makes it a favorable subject 
for discussion .with college circles, 
and other educational and civic bod­ 
ies 
And this interest in such a sub­ 
ject 
is 
commendable. 
With their 
plan, however, should cooperate the 
common sense which (pioneers in this 
northern region have had to .possess 
aud the actual knowledge which has 
come to them through their years of 
practical w ork inutile development of 
this territory. 
All this to the end 
that no man in seeking a home iii 
this country of wonderful opportuni­ 
ties shall find it occupied for inferior 
purposes.”

X the great war, so long dreaded, 
which has now been inaugurated 
In Europe, involving more or less 
directly every one of the powers 
great and small, they have embarked 
upon the fray with the knowledge thai 
it is a fight for their very national ex­ 
istence. 
It is this feeling, continues F. Oun- 
liffe-Owen in the New York Sun, that 
has silenced in so wonderful a man­ 
ner all party dissensions in tho vari­ 
ous countries concerned. 
It Is this sentiment, too, that is im­ 
pelling France, England, Austria, Ros­ 
ita, Germany aud all the other nations 
toneerned carefully to select the lead­ 
ership # of their armed forces, those 
only who appear to them as best qual­ 
ified to undertake the terribly heavy 
responsibility of directing the defences 
of the country. 
Probably the least known of them 
all iii this country is the generalissi­ 
mo of the French army. 
General Jo­ 
seph Joffre, though sixty-two years 
old, Is the youngest officer of his rank 
in the French service. 
Like so many great military lenders, 
General Joffre is a v<‘ry silent man, 
rather retiring in his demeanor. Burly 
In figure, with heavy flaxen mustache 
plentifully tinged with silver, thickly 
tufted eyebrows, shading a pair of 
very clear blue eyes that often twinkle 
with merriment aud are usually ge­ 
nial and but seldom hard, he suggests 
when in civilian clothes one of those 
courtly country gentlemen that are to 
be found in rural France. 
Yet he can 
be very grim. 


An A ggressive Fighter. 


'Although tho cleverest mathemati­ 
cian In the army and a scientific sol­ 
dier in the best sense of the word. 


How Leaders of the Armed 
Forces Have Distinguish­ 
ed Themselves. 


Bone (HT la Peyrere, who may- be re­ 
membered as having visited the Unit­ 
ed States some years ago with a cruis­ 
er squadron on the occasion, if my 
memory serves me, of the Jnmestow 
celebration. 
Acknowledged 
both at 
home and abroad as the most dlstin 
gulslied officer of the French navy, he 
has both in his capacity as chief of 
the admiralty staff and as minister of 
marine 
completely 
reorganized 
that 
service. 
With knowledge of warfare at sen 
derived from his experiences as chief 
of staff to Admiral Courbet in France’s 
naval conflict with China, it is to bim 
that not only his own country, but also 
England and Russia, looks for the pro­ 
tection of the interests of the triple 
entente in the Mediterranean. 


Jellicoe, Kitchener, French. 
Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, until now 
second sea lord of the admiralty, Is 
renowned as the shortest officer of the 
British navy, barring of course the 
midshipmen. 
His exceptional brevity 
of stature did not, however, prevent 
bim from winning fame in his younger 
days as an athlete and boxer. 
Moreover, he has seen plenty of fight­ 
ing, having 'been present Iii Tho Tioin- 
bardmont of Alexandria in 1882 and

General Joffre Is the most determined 
supporter of the policy of uttuck iii 
war. 
At the age of eighteen he command­ 
ed a buttery of artillery throughout the 
siege of Paris. Ile took part in the 
Formosa and Tonkin campaigns and 
later was engaged in W est Africa, db 
reding the construction of railroads

The latter is to direct t he 
operations in the field as generalissi­ 
mo, whereas the former remains at 
S t Petersburg as minister of war. 
Unlike most of his predecessors at 
the war department, Sukomlinoff is a

N the great war, so long d re a d s . 
which has now l*>en inaugurate! 
in Europe, involving more or lea* 
directly every one of the power* 
great and sm all, they have em barked 
upon the fray w ith the knowledge thai 
it is a fight for their very national ex­ 
istence. 
It is this feeling, continues F. Cun- 
liffe-Owen in the New York Sun, that 
has silenced in so wonderful a m an­ 
ner all party dissensions in tho vari­ 
ous countries concerned. 
It is this sentim ent, too, that is im­ 
pelling France. England, A ustria, Rus­ 
sia, G erm any ami all the other nations 
toucerneti carefully to select the lead­ 
ership of their arm ed forces, those 
only who appear to them as best qual­ 
ified to undertake the terribly heavy 
responsibility of directing the defences 
of the country. 
Probably the least known of them 
all in this country is the generalissi­ 
mo of tile French arm y. 
General Jo­ 
seph Joffre, though sixty-tw o years 
old, is the youngest officer of his rank 
in the French service. 
U k e so m any great m ilitary lenders, 
General Joffre is a very silent man, 
rath er retiring in his dem eanor. Hurly 
In figure, w ith heavy flaxen m ustache 
plentifully tinged w ith silver, thickly 
tufted eyebrows, shading a pair of 
very clear blue eyes th a t often twinkle 
w ith m errim ent and are usually ge­ 
nial and but seldom hard, he suggests 
w hen in civilian clothes one of those 
courtly country gentlemen that are to 
be found in rural France.
